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Applicants argued that, "Bohannon alone or the combination of Veruri and Bohanon fails to disclose "maintaining a side page table that 
comprises information regarding whether each data element is tored in the difference storage and whether each data element is allocated 
in the difference storage." (pages 12-13, in the remarks) 

The applied reference, BOHANNON et al. (Pub. No.: US 2002/0091718 A1 publication date JUL. 11, 2002 with filing dated DEC. 9, 1998) 
(hereinafter Bohannon) teaches developed storage management systems providing memory resident or memory mapped architectures; 
multiple checkpoints and the maintenance of a stable log recod stored on a server for tracking operations to be made to the multiple 
checkpoints in a distributed environment. The stable system log and tail are together called the system log, storing a pointer into the 
system log such that all records prior to the pointer are known to the system log. This information about dirty pages is noted in the dirty 
page table (during a checkpoint, dirty pages from the in-memory database image are written to disk). See paragraphs Bohannon's 0074- 
0079. Therefore, Bohannon does not disclose the information containing the information regarding whether each data element is stored in 
the difference stroage and whether each data element is allocated in the difference storage as recited in the claims 1 and 27. 

The finality dated 09/18/2007 will be withdrawn.
